according to some such scale as 
this: severe for actions which 
might seriously endanger the 
child if they are repeated; mod 
erate for breaches of established 
important rules; light for first 
and minor offenses, and for 
breaches of rules not thoroughly 
established or established in dif 
ferent situations. (A child learns 
rules in specific situations, and 
only slowly learns how broadly 
they should apply—-he may know 
better than to go into your closet 
und still go into Grandma's for 
instance.) Some methods of pun 


ishment involve giving the child 
your undivided attention. This is 
a drawback, because it often 
leads to deliberate misbehavior 

There comes a time in every 
young life when attention——any 
kind of attention—seems crucial 
ly important. If you spank or un 
leash a verbal tirade when Junior 
misbehaves, sooner or later you 
will find him using misbehavior 
to win your attention. When he is 
jealous of the attention little 


sister is getting, or when you 


neglect him in the harried hours 
of preparation for a party, or 
even when stresses in which you 
are not involved make his need 
of your attention greater, your 
chi - will act up 

s long as you are aware of the 
two eter te ks of spanking—that 
if used for everything it leaves 
no way for your child to tell 
minor from major crimes, and 
that it may be sought after as 
attention —there is no reason why 
you should not use it. Spanking is 
immediate, it registers disap 
proval in language no child can 
misunderstand, and it gives you 
enough emotional release so that 
you don't bear a grudge against 
your child afterward 

If you can gain the same ends 
with a harsh look, a verbal dress 
ing-down, or denial of some al 
most immediate forthcoming 
privilege, so much the better 
Since you are trying to make 
uncomfortable for your child to 
break the rules you have set, it is 
obvious that when he seeks pun 


ishment for its attention value 


you have to find a method which 
denies him your attention. Put 
ting him in his room for an hour 
or so is very effective. If he keeps 
popping out—which he will at 
first—-you may have to tie the 
door shut. Strangely enough, an 
even more stringent punishment 
(if it can be managed} is to com 
pletely ignore the child for a time 
first telling him what you are do 
ing. Since this tactic may be met 
with violence at first, don't try it 
when you're visiting a trinket 
cluttered house 

Your job involves more than 
just setting rules and making it 
unpleasant for your son or daugh 
ter to break them, though. It 
involves making the area inside 
the boundaries you have set as 
pleasant as possible. Just as you 
give enough food and drink, you 
should give your child plenty of 
attention and love. These things 
he deserves as a right, and you 
should be sure that he knows this 
Although you can give extra at- 
tention and extra expressions of

The United States themselves 


are essentially the greatest poem... 


The recollection of color is as indelible as a 
childhood memory: a nostalgic pattern deter- 
mined by vision and retained by instinct. 
Traveling in strange places, one will suddenly 
recall the color of a forgotten orchard in 
bloom, and the memory will be true, or will 
seem true, which is equally satisfying, since 
few idiosyncrasies of memory are as pleasing 
as the quick remembrance of one’s native 
horizon. In a country as vast as America the 
color range is kaleidoscopic. No one can know 
it all, yet everyone cherishes a part of it, and 
we have tried to determine what, beside senti- 
ment, has been responsible for the affectionate 
association of certain colors with certain 
regions. Like the Pilgrims, we begin with 
Plymouth Rock and New England, that coun- 
try “neither new nor very like England,” that 
has been called the one section of the United 
States whose civilization is complete. To some 
people this is an area of muted colors. It is 
not, any more than its inhabitants are pallid. 
They are a proud, shy people who appreciate 
the eccentricities of nature and human be- 
havior, and, in a way, New England colors 


reflect this character. The houses are very

white, the forests very green, the sea very 
blue, yet maple buds flame like fire for miles 
on end in the spring, and in the fall the cran- 
berry marshes are a blaze of scarlet, proof of 
even the countryside’s right to be startling if 
it wants to be. Since nature’s vagaries are 
meant to delight, not to be understood, we 
push on like pioneers to the south and west, 
finding in the lakes of northern New York 
the same sapphire blue of the coastal waters 
of Maine, and deep in Pennsylvania, the same 
New England mosaic of color when the maple 
buds burst and the mountain laurel comes to 
life. The same luminous sun still shines, glint- 
ing on old rubblestone barns that seem oddly 
familiar, perhaps because their color is remi- 
niscent of the steel-gray granite of Vermont. 
In New Jersey, we tread another seashore, as 
wind-swept, as sun-bleached, as salt-sprayed 
as Nantucket’s, and here again the wild blue 
plum and the cranberry grow riotously in 
remote thickets.

he urge to express oneself can be one of the most 
satisfying, and at the same time, most frustrating, of the 
human instincts. Many people have talked about why we 
behave like human beings; not so many have questioned how. 
Since we are concerned with the home and what goes into 
it, we have tried to explore, definitively, one facet of its 
complicated background: color and its relation to the aver- 
age man. It has seemed logical to enlist the aid of a large

plete cross section of Americans from every area of the 
United States. The store serves them, and for that reason 
must know what they want, and why, and how to give it to 
them. To be certain, Hecht’s sent representatives to each 
region to seek out the kind of architecture that seemed most 
relative to it, and the way of life that determined that archi- 
tecture and its accompanying interior decoration. Color, in 
each case, proved to be the catalyst. What they found, and 
what we think it means, are the reasons for this issue. We 
begin with the Northeast, where, as in any area, the regional 
architecture can be divided into two classes: the house built 
a hundred years ago in an established style, still enduring, 
still inhabited, and the house that is built today, perhaps 
next to it, in a contemporary manner. There is a bond be

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To discover the Midwest, one has only to follow in the footsteps of Paul 
Bunyan. Carve out, as he did, the five Great Lakes, and then look south to 
the Ohio, west to the Missouri, and watch them as they surge into the Missis 
sippi. The vast basin they form is America’s Promised Land, its melting pot 
and its breadbasket. To truly understand it, one should live there, or have 
lived there, or have been born there. To the Easterner and Westerner it is 
an interminable tract that must be traversed while en route between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific: a kind of Gargantuan cornfield with Pennsylvania 
at one end and the Black Hills at the other. In a sense, this is true, but to 
the native born it is proof of pretty small potatoes, both eastern and western. 
Their pride is justified, for it is the most average and the most typically 
American section of the United States. From it came ten Presidents and the 
Ford. It is the domain of the little red schoolhouse, the swimming hole, the 
county fair, and the church supper. Its chickens lay more eggs, its cattle are 
sleeker, and its pigs fatter and pinker than anybody’s. Nowhere are there 
barns so red nor corn so yellow: pumpkins so huge nor grasshoppers so 
green. It has fields of wheat like molten gold and northern forests that lie 
or the hills like an emerald sea. Its colors are rich and intense and earthy, 
yet it has its gentle qualities, too: the violet haze that hovers over its prairies 
like a volatile cloak, the bitter perfume of linden leaves burning in the 
autumn dusk, and the sudden surprise of finding a row of Greek revival 
houses, white and perfect, in a small Ohio town. These things are not extraor- 
dinary, but they are important. They are a pulse of sensitivity in a giant, 
and to the Midwesterner, as much a symbol of his way of life as the beard 


of the wheat and the silken tassel of the corn.

Only the eagle, someone has said, knows all the secrets of the Northwestern 
tract that begins with the Cascade Mountains of Washington and ends with 
the Rockies of Wyoming. Turbulent and undulating, it is a landscape for 
Titans: grandiose, inconsistent and, to the eye, immeasurable. It is a treasure 
house and a wilderness, beautiful, macabre, friendly, and desolate. It is rife 
with minerals and Douglas Fir and Ponderosa Pine; cattle and sheep and 
wildflowers. In the far Northwest, roses bloom at Christmas and once a year 
the Chinook salmon makes his unbelievable pilgrimage up the Columbia 
River to find the spot where he was born, there to spawn and die. Totem 
poles decorate the public squares and silver dollars flash in the pavements, 
all in the shadow of Mount Hood and Mount Rainier, elegant and aloof, 
more Swiss than American. In Idaho one can ski at Sun Valley, watch the 
Basques herd their sheep, gape at Shoshone Falls, and wish one owned 
the Coeur d’Alene, the largest silver mine in the world. Utah, the Ultima 
Thule of the Latter Day Saints, is a mystic place with gaunt white mountains 
that show their bones, and a sea made, for no reason at all, of salt. Montana, 
bigger than Italy, sprawls over incalculable deposits of copper, silver, lead, 
and zinc, gently and ironically cloaked with yellow mustard, purple alfalfa, 
and pink timothy. Colorado and Wyoming are the most spectacular, with 
mountains soaring up out of sight and chasms descending to impenetrable 
depths. The blue spruce grows like an infinite blanket, and beneath it, the 
columbine. Wheat is everywhere, rippling like orange velvet, and turkeys 
are herded like sheep. Here Custer made his last stand and Buffalo Bill 
pursued Indians and the animal that gave him his name. From the Pacific 
to the Dakotas, it is a land of wild, profound beauty, vital, full of promise, 
with a palette of color that ranges from the lacquered scarlet of its apple 
orchards to the pallor of its Virgin White Pines. Of all its riches, perhaps

Nature which has so richly embellished this land of ours has been particu- 
larly color-inspired in the South. The prodigiously fertile soil and the mild, 
in some cases even tropical, climate have produced a palette which evokes 
alternately fiery and relaxing moods, as true in fact as they are fabled in 
song and story. Red is everywhere to be seen, running the gamut from the 
delicate pink of the laurel-flecked mountains of North Carolina, or a showet 
of confetti tossed from a New Orleans’ balcony at Mardi Gras—through

Throughout history, fine 

china has been synony 

mous with good living. In 

the old world it was con- 

sidered a necessary trapping 

of nobility and rumor hath it 

that Catherine the Great once spent 

a million dollars for a dinner service. 

The kind of thinking which equated fine china with precious 
silver and priceless jewels was handed down to more recent 
times, and most American homes of a generation ago kept 
china in a glass-encased closet which was unburdened of 
its rare cargo only on state occasions—for holidays and 
parties. Far be it from us to decry a philosophy which 
urges respect for beautiful possessions, but it must be 
pointed out that respect and fear are two different matters. 
The time has long since come to open up the vaults of 
our thinking, to stop trembling when we approach the china 
closet. In a fast-paced, practical age when “‘out-of-sight” 
is apt to be “out-of-mind,” we are in danger of losing the 
appreciation of fine things. Dining as an event, a daily 
ritual which lends stability to the family unit cannot be 
overemphasized; the objects which make up an attractive 
table are the accouterment of this stability. In addition is 
the simple fact that a shapely cup and saucer, a gleaming 
plate are apt to be among the most cherished possessions in 
a home; it is sheer waste if they are not used and enjoyed

STEP BY STEP, FINE CHINA IS MADE TO BE STRONG 


important factor is that fine china is no longer an extravagance: long life 


makes it an economical buy over the years. This durability is surprising, 
because the appearance of china is so deceptive. Actually, fine china is 
strong, expressly designed to be used regularly and indefinitely with no 
more than reasonable care. In the early days of selling American china, one 
manufacturer staged a store window stunt in which a man would split a 
block of pine with the thin edge of a china plate. You can still drop a plate 
on the carpet and most of the time it will not break. While such a procedure 
is not recommended, it is proof that tremendous strength is compressed into 
a fragile looking object. The incomparably tough body of today’s china 
results from its composition and from the high temperatures of firing. The 
search for materials to make American china is a saga of oxcart expeditions 
into the Carolina mountains for the world’s whitest clays as far back as 
Indian times, followed by a century of experiment to find a practical way of 
refining them. Along with this has gone infinite laboratory development of 
materials to give the gleaming translucency and lustrous glazes which are 
so prized in fine china. Firing temperatures have been pushed perilously 
close to disintegrating heat in the effort to fuse a piece of china compactly 
and give the density which precludes any possibility of discoloration by 
absorption. The latter process, called vitrification, makes the china nonporous 
so that it will not absorb liquids or foods. As a result, a piece will retain its 
original color and beauty as long as it remains unbroken even though it may 
be chipped and a portion of the unglazed body exposed. Hard glazes and 
durable decorations have been perfected which will withstand a lifetime of 
dishwashing. A trip through a modern china factory, such as we show on 
these pages, leaves one overwhelming impression: that each step of the 
china process has been perfected to create strength and durability which 


make it practical and economical to enjoy the beauty of fine china everyday.

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IT’S 
YOUR 
MOVE 


By ELISABETH MOORE 


Sooner or later. moving day will 

probably happen to you and 

when it does, consider the moving 
chore from the angle of the com- 
pany who is going to move you 

It will save you headaches, and 
money. Those fellows who cart 
your furniture around in the big 
vans are experts: they move every- 
day in the year! Here are point- 
ers from them on how to make 
moving day easier and less ex- 
pensive. Some of these pointers 
apply only if you are moving from 
one address to another in a given 
city or from one city to another in 
the same state up toa distance of 
about 50 miles. In such cases, 
moving costs are figured by the 
hour. Longer hauls between cities 
and from one state to another are 
computed by weight, according to 
rates fixed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission 

l. Try to tell the moving com- 
pany in advance exactly how 
much furniture you have. Do you 
have five rooms moderately fur- 
nished? Or do you have five 
rooms jammed to the doors? 
Many moving companies make all 
arrangements for moving jobs 
over the phone. Some of them ask 
you how many rooms of furniture 
you plan to move. Unless you 
realize the importance, your esti- 
mate may not give the moving 
company an accurate picture of 
your moving requirements. From 
your estimate, the company de- 
cides whether to send you the 
small, medium, or large truck. 
Too small a truck means two trips 
from your old address to your 
new.
